CHAIRMAN DILLS: and gentlemen are very sorry 
start little late but all our dignitaries hadn't arrived 
o'clock, They are all here now and thank you very much for turning 
out such large group. 

think most know why are here today. start 
off, for several years have visualized the possibility deep 
water channel seaport near San Felipe, Mexico. know that 
Arizona officials have been discussing the project since 1955 and are 
probably better qualified give today better picture the 
proposed channel than any other group. California believe that 
such port would invaluable for the entire southwestern United 


States and all western Mexico, therefore this meeting today. 


discussing the proposal with the officials our neighboring states; 
the State Arizona and our friends from the Government Mexico, 
hope that may exchange thoughts and ideas the 
feasibility such important project. 

With that mind would like introduce the members 
the committee from California. Lowrey from Yolo County and 


Paul Lunardi from Roseville are the two members the committee 
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aside from myself. Next Mr. Lunardi your own Senator William 
"Bill" Beard and your Assemblyman House. name Clayton 
Dills from Gardena and this Mrs. Elizabeth Marty, the committee 
secretary. 

think possibly the best procedure let Senator Giss 
introduce the members from Arizona and those both houses Arizona 
and possibly other dignitaries that sees here. Senator Giss. 

SENATOR GISS: Thank you 

All the peoples from the Arizona area are dignitaries 
and going have introduce them all. Harold Giss, 

State Senator representing Yuma County. This gentleman, going 
ask them hold their hand you will know who they are 
introduce them, Senator Ray Thompson, member the Arizona State 
Legislature also from Yuma County. the audience have Senator 
Ben Arnold Canal County. also have two representatives from 
Yuma County, Mr. Robert and Mr. Miller, both members 
the House Representatives. 

Now addition these gentlemen trip this morning 
from Phoenix, and will take these without any priority protocal, 
have Mr. Edward Enders, the manager the Industrial Department

MINIKEN: have here the Mayor the City Yuma, 
George Shackleford and City Councilman Fletcher the City 
Yuma. have large number people here and some their names 
have slipped mind but over the right here are Mr. Edwin 
Handberger and his wife; Mrs. McElhaney perhaps you have heard 
them, they have quite lot with the Wellton-Mohawk Project. 
Next have Ray Walker. runs the Arizona Public Service 
Yuma County. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Walker the Past President the 
Yuma County Chamber 

MINIKEN: Major Brown from Yuma and Mr. Bud Eaton 
who the President the Chamber Commerce Yuma County. 
These other people not know. you are from Yuma County 
introduce yourselves. will have repeat the names and call 
them the microphone that will have the record.

SENATOR GISS: Mr. McElhaney addition that 
member the Arizona Interstate Stream Commission, official 
body the state. 

MINIKEN: Dr. Roy Evans Yuma, Adrian Webb, 

Manager Yuma County Water Users, Bill Helms, Yuma County Attorney, 
Charles Sturges, hardware dealer Yuma. one the old 
timers and can tell more about the river than anyone else know. 
Bob Odom, Clerk the Board Yuma County Supervisors, Mr. Osborne, 
the Publisher the Yuma Daily Sun, Reverend Reed, Pasteur the 
First Nazarene Church, Yuma, Mr. Braden, Caterpillar dealer for the 
Yuma County area and Bob Johnson, undertaker the Yuma area. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Dills, have Highway Patrolman, 
saw him here little while ago, Charles Lawwill from the Arizona 
Highway Patrol and want him well taken care over here. 

Now you see politics are very careful about what 
do, position clear, anyone from the Yuma area has failed 
introduced you blame Mr. Miniken. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you Miniken and Senator Giss. 

SENATOR GISS: One gentleman was not introduced. 
the front row and didn't stand up. Mr. Robert Robles, Chamber 
Commerce, Yuma. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: this time would like recognize and 
introduce Mr. James Marable, the District Attorney Imperial 
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County who turn will introduce the other dignitaries California. 
want thank Jim very much for all the trouble and all the 
hard work has gone helping set this meeting. 

JAMES MARABLE: Thank you Mr. Chairman. Ladies and 
gentlemen want also member the official family Imperial 
County welcome you all here. have quite number dignitaries, 
outstanding representatives from California and Imperial County. 
going turn introduce you the Chairman our Board 
Supervisors, Mr. Simon Carey who will carry the honors 
introducing our people this distinguished group. Mr. Carey. 

SIMON CAREY: Thank you very much Marable. 
pleasure Chairman and representatives California, Arizona and 
Mexico welcome you here this meeting the Farm Bureau Building 
Centro. 

want first thank the Farm Bureau and Mr. Logan for 
kindly affording the facilities his building for this meeting 
this morning. shows, the face it, from the crowd here that 
this subject great interest and importance both Mexico and 
United States and the States Arizona and California. shows 
perhaps that can for once, and maybe the future other matters, 
cooperate the fullest extent probably settling matters 
mutual importance us. There are quite few people from Imperial 
County here would like introduce. 

You have met Mr. Marable. This Mr. Mike Dowd, Executive 
Officer the Board the Irrigation District, Mr. Harry Horton, 
Chief Counsel, Imperial Irrigation District, Mr. Bidwell Secretary, 
Imperial Irrigation District, Mr. Hal Biers, Secretary the Brawley 
Chamber Commerce, Phil West, Secretary the Calexico Chamber 
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Commerce, Rudolph Miller, Imperiai Valley County Cotton Grower's 
Association, Bill Stadler, Public Relations man the Imperial 
Irrigation District, Aaron 1ited States Custom Agent, Fred 
Sturgeon, Flax Grower's Associat on, Wallace Tow, City Council 
Centro, Mr. Horton, the County Civil Defense Director, Commander 
Beall (Retired), United States Coast Guard, and Mr. Mike Klein 
Imperial County. have missed anybody will you kindly stand and 
introduce yourselves Mr. Bill Moore, Director the Imperial 
Irrigation District. guess that all Mr. 

Mr. Teran, have you any other people? 

the Manager the Mexicali Chamber Commerce. are very 
glad have you here. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: are finishing little earlier than 
thought would our introductions. would like you know that 
this meeting your meeting and you people from California and the 
three bordering counties the Colorado River, and you people from 
Arizona and the gentleman from Mexico, want you know that 
your meeting. want the discussion yours. part was 
just trying get together. 

you have any words for this morning Senator Giss? 

might say first that Senator Giss well will let him explain 
because think that will possibly wait until this afternoon 
order present the background the port mind. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Chairman don't think necessary 
wait until this afternoon get right down the meat the 
subject. Arizona has gone long way this program over period 
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time and they tell that the St. Lawrence Seaway was about 
years the making and have records going back years this 
project and still the making. Now the St. Lawrence Seaway 
completed project. 

didn't have any set program. just thought would 
come down here and into full scale discussion this matter, 
and immediately course, notice little difference the 
thinking about where port should That came attention 
Dills' opening remarks. However, don't think are concerned 
with that today. think that somewhat engineering problem; 
think that somewhat United States high-level Governmental 
problem and Government Mexico problem, 

The matter has the past years, knowledge, been 
confined pressing for this project from the Yuma area, from the 
Arizona level and from certain Arizona public officials, both state 
officials and the National Congress the United States. has 
been mentioned times all levels local and state and National 
political gymnastics. Somebody just used throw out 
election campaign idea. There were those who felt that this 
project had merits. Maybe didn't initially feel that way, and 


will explain that few minutes, but learned more about it; 


studied the feasibility, both the engineering feasibility, the 
economic feasibility and the terrific impact will have the 
entire southwest, all the lower basin states, California, Arizona, 
New Mexico, West Texas, Nevada, Colorado, Utah have left any 
state out not intentionally. The range this project 
terrific. Especially when you consider now that the St. Lawrence 
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Seaway completed project and that products and property not only 
originating foreign shores but originating the central part 
the United States and the north central part the United States 
around the Great Lakes can put ships the Great Lakes, taken 
down the St. Lawrence Seaway, down the Atlantic Coast, through the 
Panama Canal, the Pacific Coast into gulf the general area 
that will discuss, not beyond being practical. 

have transcript with and brief, the manner 
which this project has now gotten into the Arizona Legislative 
Council files and think would well start, without too many 
preliminaries have that transcript read. However, want say 
this: know that the high officials the United States Government 
well the State Arizona and the State California and the 
other interested states will meetings the future when the 
preliminaries that this group can settle are finally determined. 
know that the highest officials our good neighbors the south and 
the Government Mexico will participate this program whole- 
heartedly when some the myths are dispelled, and the actualities 
and realities are brought life reports engineering reports 
and economic reports that must follow this meeting. have doubt 
but what many here this room, and wish could say all 
us, and hope that all could see the fulfillment what some 
might consider foolish dream, did consider not many years 
ago. Science and technology and engineering capabilities have grown 
such proportions and the multiple use the waters the Gulf 
and the waters the river and the land that borders that area are 
terrific. They are expanded far beyond what ever thought 
would ever use those waters for. think freeport seaport 
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shipping area. can also begin think now very clearly 
area from which will derive those waters that will 
desalted order provide domestic and irrigation water for these 
varied lands that are living today. The closer bring those 
waters and those desalting plants our area, the easier will 
and the less costly will that water be. you see, right there 
that phase alone have gone beyond just using the waters for shipping 
purposes and for boats and for manufacturing products raw products. 

get more leisure time, and are getting these 
United States, and the life span man gets longer and longer 
there more demand for the sports fishing and hunting and camping 
and going resorts and think all recognize the great potential 
possibility that lies that particular area. There are other things 
that can brought into play make this very desirable program, 
but those will get into later. 

When leave this room may never able enter another 
door, and wouldn't want files destroyed the executors 
estate. know some people who have talked about this project 
who are longer living today and their files are missing, most 
them, although great research has been made. becomes necessary 
take this idea out the so-called political arena and 
did Arizona. Put into firm hands where will have continuity 
thought and continuity action. want teli you how did 
Arizona and then without any firm thought mind how 
can form tri-party agreement with officials and interested 
parties Mexico and officials and interested parties California 
and Arizona. believe should conclude that want act 
favorably there should some continuity the action that are 
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commencing here today which believe historical. 

appreciate the opportunity being here. Mr. 
Miniken, the Chairman our Board Supervisors and worked with 
your group help set this and would like have the privilege 
first, Mr. Chairman, having Mr. Jules Klagge, the Director our 
Arizona Legislative Council, read the transcript, which might look 
voluminous, but which will just take few moments, into the record. 
will tell the story probably better than many words lot 
could make. Mr. Klagge. 

JULES KLAGGE: name Jules Klagge. Director 
the Arizona Legislative Council. What going read you 
verbatem extract from the minutes Legislative Council 
meeting. This meeting was held March 26, 1959 the State House 
Phoenix. was with regard Proposal No. 60, which one 


our methods numbering our own proposals within the Council. 


THE DIRECTOR: This Proposal No. which was received 
December 26th last year from the Honorable Harold Giss, 
Member the Arizona State Senate. Senate resolution 
attached this for informational purposes and, ignoring the 
preamble, this resolution requests that the Arizona Legislative 
Council undertake continuing comprehensive study relating 
the feasibility establishing seaport Yuma. imagine 
that Senator Giss would prefer explain this little more 
fully rather than have read the proposal. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Chairman, attached this Proposal 
No. copy what purports Senate resolution, but 
which never introduced. was not introduced for the reason 
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that would very difficult put into precise language all 
those things that may necessary the kind job that 
ought done and, something were omitted, might 

very, very perilous the program. thought that, explaining 
somewhat and bringing the Council date, might together 
come proper conclusion order that some further work may 

done. 

Many years ago when first heard about seaport Yuma, 
very frankly, frowned the idea and you might say took 
somewhat joke and thought that someone was trying 
make political hay about it. knew just enough about the river 
know that there wasn't enough water coming down the lower 
reaches the river float good-sized barge, let alone 
boat, and knew about some treaties that existed, the Gadsden 
Purchase Treaty, the Treaty Guadalupe, and the treaty between 
the Government the United States and Mexico for supplying 
water and the restrictions placed that treaty the use 
the river and the use the waters and the priorities the 
waters, and, very frankly, couldn't see it. But not 
engineer. didn't take long find out after that that 
project seaport not Yuma, but near Yuma, one which could 


properly service Arizona, was feasible project. 


After talking engineers, find that they not intend 
use the midstream the Colorado the channel itself, but 
that they intend use channel another kind, northeasterly 
and southwesterly direction east the river, that there 
lowlands Mexico which would then serve turning base. 
have seen the matter brought time and time again members 
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our National Congress, Governors, and people political 
life, and Once again, Governor Fannin brought this 
matter his message the time his initial message before 
the joint session the Legislature this year. don't have the 
exact verbage his message, but was the effect that the 
Legislature should see that this area the work about 

the seaport the Yuma area would explored determine its 
economic and engineering feasibility the end that the matter 
might settled one way another. 

preparing the resolution, which, say, did not 
have adopted, but which was brought motion before the Senate, 
have included there that we, the State Arizona, cannot 
commence the operation this type What must 
the first instance start negotiations with our 
congressional delegation, who, turn, will make proper contacts 
with the offices the State Department, and then they, turn 
will make proper contact with the State Department the proper 
agency with the Government Mexico. However, the Legislative 
Council probably the proper place undertake this continuing 
comprehensive work and should act the clearing house for 
everything that done for and behalf the state. 

NOW, cannot see too great expense far the state 
concerned, because the staff and the services the Council 
can utilized for, you might say, the paper work that has 
done and the correspondence. the event the State Depart- 
ment interested talking us, they might come out here 
and look over the area and fly over it. They might bring the 
corps engineers some other federal agency into the program. 
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Undoubtedly, could determine the agency that negotiated the 
St. Lawrence Waterway between Canada and the United States. 

They have history and background doing this work. They, 
turn, could then make the contact with the government 
Mexico. don't know anything about how the financial structure 
would worked out, but understand that private interests are 
interested assisting finance such project. The main 
thing seems get meeting the minds between the 
United States Government and the Mexican Government, and there 
must some agency within the State Arizona bring them 
together, one that will stay active whether are here 
legislators not here legislators, and the proper medium 
the Legislative Council. believe that should hear about 
what has taken place until now exploration work, and 
expected that Clarence Calhoun would here about this time. 
still feel quite confident that Mr. Calhoun will here before 
three o'clock. have given brief explanation; then can 
hear Mr. Calhoun when comes and get his report. headed 

committee appointed Governor McFarland, which consisted 
number our state citizens, two whom, believe, are now 
deceased. From that report, think will able conclude 
that there good reason continue this program. 
privately selected committee not financed even for stenographic 
service makes cumbersome and burdensome thing several 
members the committee. Yet, the Legislative Council saw 
fit, could sub-committee legislators and could also 
ask the citizens continue their efforts other citizens 
continue their efforts along with the sub-committee the

end that believe before the next session the Legislature, 
before year up, will have something concrete offer 
positive statements made one direction the other the 
Government the United States from the proper official body 
and the Government Mexico from its proper official body. 
that point, will know whether pursue the matter further 
once and for all drop it. 

can just pass this for the time being, then Mr. 
Calhoun will come here. going come invitation, 
Mr. hope haven't presupposed too much, but know 
the Council, before makes decision, would want get the 
background that work. could just hold Proposal No. 
for little while and hear from Mr. Calhoun, think can 
take some positive action today. However, asking for Mr. 
Calhoun heard, not mean foreclose any other member 
from speaking about this. know, for one thing, that Mr. 
Carreon has been intensely interested this with some local 

THE CHAIRMAN: there any further discussion this time? 

REP. CARREON: Mr. President, would the pleasure 
the rest the members that forego further discussion 
this time until Mr. Calhoun comes, coming, then probably 
would like have something say that time. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Without objection, Proposal No. will 
held abeyance until such time Mr. Calhoun 

Then later the same day: 

"SENATOR GISS: Mr. Chairman, Mr. Calhoun here now.

(Thereupon brief recess was taken, after which proceedings 
were resumed follows: 

SENATOR GISS: Chairman, may return the order 
business Proposal No. 60? 

THE CHAIRMAN: Without objection, will return that 
proposal. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Chairman, beg the indulgence this 
Council the presumption which undertook invite 
Clarence Calhoun here explain how got into the matter 
the work concerning the Yuma seaport, the identity the committee 
represents, and his report, and the exploration further 
needed effort the part the Council. Mr. Calhoun 
would proceed, the Chair would permit him, will deeply 
appreciate it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Calhoun may proceed. 

CALHOUN: Mr. President and members the Council, 
December, 1955, Governor McFarland appointed committee 
make study the possibility seaport near Yuma, 
Arizona. Those the committee appointed were myself, Charlie 
Stouss, Senator James Herron, James Mansfield, from Yuma, 
and Ralph Estrate, from Tucson. will read report that have 
just made up. isn't lengthy document; short and 
rather the point our findings during that time. This was 
unofficial board, course, having official authority. 
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will glad read this report and would glad give 
each you some copies, you would like. 

"In view House Memorial No. introduced January 21, 
1959, which was memorial 'Relating the Establishment 
Seaport Yuma, and Recommending that the Federal Government 
Enact Legislation Appropriating Funds for the Purpose 
Assisting the State Arizona Establish the Yuma Seaport', 
feel that report order this time inform the 
present Governor and the Legislature the progress the Port 
Authority Committee appointed Governor McFarland. 

"In December 1955, Governor McFarland appointed 
Calhoun, Charles Strouss, James Herron, Mansfield and 
Ralph Estrada committee, known the Arizona Port Authority, 
explore the possibility seaport near Yuma. 

"The first meeting this committee was held December 15, 
1955. this meeting, Calhoun was appointed Chairman, 
and was decided hold meeting Yuma December make 
on-the-spot study and survey the possibility ocean 
seaport established somewhere between Yuma and the Gulf 
California. 

"On December 17, 1955, the Committee with the exception 
James Herron, met with Col. Hewitt, Commissioner for 
the International Boundary and Water Commission, and two civilian 
engineers serving this commission, Waldemar Von Schoeler, 

Valenzuela served host for this meeting. Also present were 

Miniken, Yuma County Supervisor and Jones Osborn, Editor 

and Publisher the Yuma Daily Sun. group engineers from 
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the State New Mexico were also present, testifying the 
interstate appeal the ocean port possibility. 

"The party began the task gathering preliminary infor- 
mation and inspected the vast Colorado River delta region for 
location possible seaport. 

"In the ensuing years, number meetings were held 
the Port Authority. Governor Maldonado Baja, California, 
Governor Obregon Sonora and Governor McFarland attended these 
meetings. conclusion, was decided that port could not 
built the United States was not feasible, and that 
would have project Mexico. The Commission felt 
that arrangements could made for port paid out ona 
revenue bond basis. Toward this end several meetings were held 
and members the Port Authority prepared written outline 
the advantages Mexico from establishing free port the 
mouth the Colorado River. 

"These conclusions were follows: 

ADVANTAGES MEXICO FROM ESTABLISHING 
FREE PORT THE MOUTH THE COLORADO 

This free port now are talking about. felt that 
free port would the thing. There are only three them, 

believe, the United States the world. 

"Any port established the mouth the Colorado River 
would wholly land within the territorial boundaries 
Mexico and would under the sole and exclusive control 
Mexico. The port itself only, the port and designated area 
surrounding the port, could established the Mexican govern- 
ment free port free zone under the sole and absolute 
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control the government Mexico. 

"In free port, export import duties are levied 
merchandise going into the free port free zone, the only 
charges being for wharf duties, warehousing, loading and unloading 
charges, etc. When the merchandise moved inland from the 
free zone, import duties are charged. 

"Free ports are attractive foreign shippers because 
permits them bring and warehouse merchandise without paying 
impost duties the merchandise until has been sold and 
moved inland the purchasers. permits these shippers 
have available large stocks merchandise warehouses where 
can withdrawn quickly for sale without paying impost duties 
damaged broken merchandise. Large warehousing facilities 
would necessarily constructed part the free port, 
well offices and commercial buildings house officials, 
shippers, buyers, etc. Also, large housing projects for 
employees' homes would necessary. 

"It also probable that some manufacturing would develop 
the free zone, with all the housing incidental thereto. 

"All the foregoing would mean wealth Mexico all 
would Mexico under the exclusive control and authority 


the government Mexico. Such free port could well equal 


least half the size Houston, Texas port years, 
our thinking. All the revenue would belong Mexico and would, 
believed, pay for the port relatively short time. 

"Representatives several large financial groups have 
indicated interest financing the project solely 
the security the anticipated 
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"Also, greatest importance, the employment the free 
port would give Mexican people area Mexico where 
employment needed. Thousands Mexican people would 
employed the construction the port, the warehousing 
facilities and the housing facilities. 

"When the port open and fully operating, thousands will 
employed the loading and unloading vessels, the 
operations the wharves and warehouses, and other port facilities. 

"Time passed and meeting never materialized order that 
the Port Authority could present the above report. Nor, our 
knowledge, did Mexico appoint similar committee study the 


possibilities." 


our last meeting with the two Governors, was decided 
that after prepared the paper just read, would meet 
Rosarita Beach, and they had intended appoint similar 
committee make similar study this. That meeting never 
materialized. find investigation through engineers for 
the Utah Construction Company and officials Mexico City that, 
because the President was going off they serve six years down 
there and new President coming and considerable money 
having been spent port Guaymas and Mazatland, 
couldn't interested. sure Governor Maldonado and Governor 
Obregon had tried interest him this port. 

our plans, felt that the customs houses and all the 
brokerage places would the border, corridors, railroads, 
and forth, into the port itself. did quite lot 
traveling this and made lots inquiries. visited with 
the Utah Construction people, who were building the port 
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Guaymas, and their representative who deals that business 
Mexico, and feel that port could established near Yuma, 

Anything that can the future follow through and 
help this project will forthcoming. Thank you very much 
for inviting over here. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you Calhoun. 

SENATOR GISS: May off the record for moment? 

THE CHAIRMAN: may. 

(Thereupon brief off-the-record discussion ensued, after 
which proceedings were resumed follows:) 

SENATOR GISS: would like ask Mr. Calhoun few 
questions may. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You may 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. Calhoun, did all the members Governor 
McFarland's Port Authority Committee pay their own expenses? 

MR. CALHOUN: Yes, sir. 

SENATOR GISS: And time was all their own; they just 
gave freely their time? 

MR. CALHOUN: Yes, sir. 

SENATOR GISS: Was there any communication contact made 
with the State Department the United States? 

MR. CALHOUN: No, sir. 

SENATOR GISS: you feel that the next move interest 
the proper agency our Federal Government make contact 
with the proper agency the Mexican Government attempt 
interest them this program? 

MR. CALHOUN: would think that would good move. 

SENATOR GISS: For one, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen the 
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Council, certainly want thank Calhoun and all the 
members this committee. Two them have passed on. knew 
Charlie Strouss, and was greatly interested this, and 
knew Jim Herron when was member the Senate and the 
Governor put him this committee. Those men gave their 
time. have heard expression from some who have served 
the committee that they would like continue assistance 
they could, the Council the state any way they 
possibly could, and our supervisor, Mr. Miniken, and our news- 
paper publisher, Mr. Jones Osborn, have expressed desire 
continue any way give their services. 

Prior Calhoun's coming, and this proposal, 
requested that the Arizona Legislative Council pursue the matter 
acquiring seaport near Yuma, Arizona, and 
connection therewith cooperate with the Arizona congressional 
and senatorial delegations Washington and the Department 
State, the Council State Governments, and any other sources 
information and assistance which may aid gaining such 
project for the State Arizona and the great southwest the 
United States, and move, Mr. Chairman. 


SENATOR MURPHY: Second the motion. 


THE CHAIRMAN: The Chair will recognize Representative 
Carreon, who indicated would like speak this proposal. 

CARREON: Yes, would like add what Senator 
Giss has said behalf the Legislative Council undertaking 
this project. Under the Treaty Guadalupe, the basics are 
set forth for the United States having outlet the sea 
from Arizona, because under Article the Treaty 
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Guadalupe Hidalgo, states this effect: vessels and 
citizens the United States shall, all time, have free 
and uninterrupted passage the Gulf California, and the 
River Colorado below its confluence with the Gila, and from 
their possessions situated north the boundary line defined 
the preceding article; being understood that this passage 
navigating the Gulf California and the River 
Colorado and not land, without the express consent the 
Mexican Government." 

Also, the Treaty Guadalupe lays the basis for being 
able can't navigate and down that river, into 
this, because also states further: "If, the examinations 
which may made, should ascertained practicable 
and advantageous construct road, canal, railway, which 
should whole part run upon the River Gila, upon its 
right its left bank, within the space one marine league 
from either margin the river, the governments both 
republics will form agreement regarding its construction, 
order that may serve equally for the use and advantage 
both 

there definitely the way open, and the Legislative 
Council unique position, believe, through its functions 


the Undersecretary State charge Latin American 


affairs, sit down with him. quite sure they would 

receptive.

extensive job for Prior that time was engineer for 
Headmon, Ferguson and Corolla Arizona and did considerable work 
the Yuma and Imperial County area. believe did some work 
the eastern part Imperial County for them. know did 
considerable work the Yuma area. For many, many years was 
interested more hobby from engineering standpoint what 
could done. course brought his attention some letters 
which were written which doubted the feasibility going and 
down the river, and this was the one paragraph his letter that 
want read you, 

have perused the various letters written 1953 
relating this subject but course cannot agree with 
the late International Boundary and Water Commissioner, 

Lawson, that the project doubtful feasibility. 

seems have based his conclusions entirely the 

necessity using Colorado River water for the navigation 

aspect the proposed port. contention that the 
navigable waters will supplied from backflow from the 
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Gulf and not fresh water from the Colorado." 

And that seems the consensus number other 
engineers with whom have talked. Now think very important 
for you know that our entire delegation the Congress the 
United States, two Congressmen and two United States Senators, have 
all expressed the desire helpful, have all raised the question 
about the needed cooperation from the Government Mexico, and they 
have all agreed that they would everything their power 
assist setting the liason between the State Department the 
United States and the Government Mexico. That is, they work 
get the State Department undertake the program then the State 
Department will work with the Governor Mexico. the 
work the Legislative Council with the State Department find 
that they need tremendous amount information. They are willing 
work with but before they will even approach Mexico, they want 
some information. think their position not exactly right 
because lot that information will have come from Mexico. 
However, order get start gathering that information, the 
Legislative Council then submitted official body the State, 
the Arizona Development Board, program work. Mr. Enders, the 
Industrial Division Manager the Arizona Development Board 
here and might able bring date briefly the 
Development Board's thinking, and the work they have done. Mr. 
Enders, will you come here please sir? 

EDWARD ENDERS: name Edward Enders. the 
Industrial Manager the Arizona Development Board which 
organization designated promote industrial development and 
encourage tourism and travel the State Arizona.

the growers Imperial Valley, the growers Yuma County, 
would invaluable. would also bring into being terrific 
potentiality far the industrial development this area 
the United States concerned. have had the pleasure discussing 
this with our very good friend Louis Soto and Ingosius Soto 
Sonora, Mexico. sure that you people realize Mexico the 
value that such port would have because need better egress 
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and ingress our oceanic waters. think this something, 
Senator Giss, that probably have discuss have today 
because Arizona started the first study it. 

think has just much value California, and 
particularly Imperial Valley would have Arizona, and 
sure that our good friend from Mexico, that would have 
great deal more value the industrial development your Country. 
think this something that handled properly, that the 
officials Washington and the officials Mexico City will have 
just much information and more than have already dis- 
cussed and they probably will more interested from 
peacetime operation. 

will say this you people here this morning, then 
will hush. are not faced today with the situation like were 
faced shortly after Pearl Harbor. more serious. bit 
closer the north than were Japan and think this 
something that should explored, Mr. Chairman, for the benefit 
your fine State, for Arizona, and for Thank you very much. 

SENATOR GISS: Thank you Rains. Now before call the 
next gentleman think should get little background how 
this meeting came about. 

start with, Mr. Miniken who now the Cahirman 
the Yuma County Board Supervisors, just not very long ago was 
also interested working with the Governor's committee. was 
actually put that committee and working with Governor McFarland's 
committee this project. concluded that this was not only 
matter interest Yuma and Yuma County the State Arizona.

And would take this County and that meant 
would take this State. think that going recognized 
before too long New Mexico and Nevada, and maybe Texas, 
because the western part Texas being close. don't think 
going matter and didn't reach the conclusion that 
would not matter conflict with the existing ports the 
Los Angeles San Diego area. would addition to, and 
asset that area. Only being overnight from port California 
where the population exploding rapidly that they will need 
commodities this here, both raw and finished, 
take care their needs very, very short while. 
result that, made the contacts bring this meeting 
bring our project out the local arena into broader area the 
hope that eventually maybe too the Imperial Valley, well 
Yuma will lose our identity. will Mexico-United States 
Project. will take that magnitude. have been altogether 
too long til now recognizing both sides the river that 
wasn't one-town, one-county one-state project. are here 
now trying get broader recognition and ultimate international 
recognition.

THOMAS SULLIVAN: name Tom Sullivan, County 
Manager, Maricopa County, Phoenix, Arizona. 

1946 had the pleasure flying over this proposed 
area with one our present United States Senators, Barry Goldwater. 
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the time this flight was made, said that hoped that and 
and the others the ship would live see this project become 
has been brought out earlier, that stage the 
minds many people was impossibility. Our County contains 
excess per cent the population the entire State 
Arizona.

Well, had heard about such committee, fact, about 
years ago heard the first talk about seaport down here somewhere 
the Gulf between here and the Gulf and there are men here 

this group who have talked it, studied it, flown over it, 
boated over it, got lost down there their boats, and one thing 
and another, but that gets away from our committee. 
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Our committee, Mr. Calhoun being the Chairman, very able 
gentleman, high learned, learned work with him and liked him 
very made lot trips Mexico, spent lot his own 
money. spent some money myself and for the purpose getting 
seaport and improvement this great Colorado Basin. It's freely 
predicted will have three hundred million people the year 2000 
and case do, this basin will have fifteen million people 
it. That's prediction. But know it's going grow else 
look back history, particularly over Maricopa County. 
still use some the old ruins where the people refuse 
They stopped disappeared. hoping that this group will not 
stop. That will forward, Senator. have great Country 
here it's develop it, and I'm sure can. 

From engineering standpoint, have been advised, 
feasible. From economic standpoint can't help but 
own way I'm not exactly broke. Anything you want 
I'm ready go. believe this project. I've lived here 
this desert both sides the river for years and I'm not 
ready leave yet. Thank you. 

SENATOR GISS: Thank you Mr. Mr. Hart, did you 
want say something this time? Mr. Hart the Vice Chairman 
the Board Supervisors Maricopa County. 

JAMES HART: name James G., better known "Jim" 
Hart, Member the Board Supervisors, Maricopa County. 
would just like say this and will make very brief.

SENATOR GISS: Thank you. Now, very exciting and

two representatives from Yuma County who endorsed sponsored 
that resolution and they are both here today, and was passed 
the committee whole the Legislature yesterday. Now they 
should both talking together because they have the equal pleasure, 
distinction and honor having passed it. But since they can't 
both talk together going call the senior, point 
service and maybe point age too, Mr. Robert Klauer, 
member the House Representatives Yuma.

there. introduced memorial the 22nd Legislature which was 

1955-56 and could only create very little interest. fact, 

didn't get anywhere. did the same thing the 23rd Legislature 


the following two years and with the same result, and again the 


first session the present legislature last year. Mr. Miller, 

from Yuma County and myself, again introduced and 
reintroduced this memorial the opening day the present 
legislative session January and fact, was the first 
House Memorial introduced, and had the designation House Memorial 

didn't know how much success would have, but 
started this time really see could something about 
and result our efforts want say that was passed out 
all the committees which had been assigned and most 
those committees with Pass recommendation. Yesterday afternoon 
had committee the whole for debate the subject and 
was passed without one dissenting vote. will placed 
Third Reading Monday and I'm sure the action the House will 


unanimous. have few extra copies the Memorial here Mr. 


Chairman, and you don't mind could explain you. The

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that goes into the aspect looking into the feasibility it, 
and without objection, Chairman, would like read just 
they would have idea what is: 
"To the Congress the United States: 
Your memorialist respectfully represents: 


The economic development the State Arizona 
not only benefits the residents the State 
Arizona but the whole United States. The establish- 
ment seaport Yuma, Arizona, would permit 
ocean freighters tie this Arizona port, 
thereby benefiting the economy the State and the 
Nation providing cheaper freight rates exports 
well imports. 


order provide these incalculable advantages 
for the State and the Nation would necessary 
plan and complete engineering problem which 
has not been considered insurmountable 
qualified Moreover, the Government 
the United States may have make agreement 
with the Country Mexico, negotiated through 
diplomatic channels, for the purpose permitting 
the dredging channel some eighty miles long, 
from the shores the Gulf California the 
seaport site Yuma. 


The growth and development the State 
Arizona, although rapid, could extended, and 
the problems rapid growth could adequately 
met the establishment seaport Yuma. 
Although some Federal financing and diplomatic 
negotiations may required, the bulk the 
financing could obtained through private 
enterprise.

Now ladies and gentlemen, said before, Memorial 
this kind, out necessity, must deal great deal generalities.

If, after engineering survey 
something else comes the way the location the port 
with open corridor that the port located Mexico 
with open corridor from either California Arizona that 
something else again. merely brought that out this Memorial, 
setting out these various things order bring the 
attention the Congress. Both Mr. Miller and myself feel very 
happy over the fact that the Arizona House has seen fit endorse 
this matter. It's the first time the Legislature whole has 
done such thing after thirty years more less legislation 
that was introduced. feel that one the first steps 
the right direction. It's long way off, all realize that, 
but you've got start somewhere and believe that this 
start. perhaps won't live see the day that this becomes 
reality but yet step the first step and feel 
very happy about it.

Emerson, City Manager Calexico; Tommy Thomas, representing the 
County Sheriff the Sheriff out the Valley this time 

guess he's out looking for prisoners. would like introduce 
also Mrs. Marable, the boss our District Attorney. believe 
introduced Hal Barge this morning. That all and thank you very 
much Sir. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you Mr. Carey. 

SENATOR GISS: Mr. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Senator Giss. 

SENATOR GISS: want two things. First, want 
recognize Mr. Rains had something say add ask, 
don't know which. 

MR. RAINS: This Floyd Rains again. now confused 
like our good friends from California are because know that when 
Senator Giss and Senator Arnold and Senator Thompson thought 
coming down, and they asked come along with Mr. Hart and 
others, there was proposed plan gentlemen. There was site 
selected where this seaport would be. There are cost 
figures far know what would cost. Senator Giss 
and the other two fine Senators that mentioned said Board 
Directors the Phoenix Chamber Commerce, "This something 
think important. think it's equally important the 
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Imperial Valley California and our good neighbor the south, 
Mexico, Can over and sit down and talk about and develop 
mutual approach and make these studies together?" 

Senator Giss said while ago, the seaport might 
Imperial Valley. We'd like have little Arizona because 
don't have too much water. might all Mexico. But 
think the thing that Senator Giss and Senator Thompson and Senator 
Arnold and our good friend Senator Dills here, want get this out 
where can discuss it. Now Harold, I'm mistaken what I've 
said, please straighten out because thought were just 
coming down and not have figures anything and get this thing 
launched where could really analyzed everybody. 

SENATOR GISS: will get little more specific but the 
purpose the meeting try and get the specifics. the way, 
friends Mike Dowd and Harry Horton are here. want them know 
that the plans that had mind talking some engineers does 
not envision the use one drop Colorado River water. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: and ladies, know that you 
people from Arizona eat about hour earlier than do, 
have idea you are getting hungry being one hour difference 


time across the river. think possibly this time 


should recess and come back 1:30 1:45. That would give 
time have our this time will recessed. 
(RECESS 
CHAIRMAN DILLS: this time will reconvene the meeting. 
There are two gentlemen here who have leave early, this 
time would like call Mr. Delfino. has presentation 


would like make. 
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JAMES DELFINO: Jim Delfino Imperial Valley. 
thought this port would here would big advantage 
all the farm lands Imperial Valley account the hay and 
cotton and things that could shipped out lower cost. 

lot hay, more than anyone realizes, being shipped 
out ports San Francisco bale form going into the Panama 
area. had some way here that didn't have freight over 
the mountain and get into the terrific cost loading these 
other ports there would lot traffic going out these ports. 

had experience about two months ago with fellow 
that had feed bags. freighted over the hills San Diego 
and laid down alongside the ship and cost $8.60 pick 
those bags and set them inside the ship $8.60 ton. that 
makes prohibitive the time you put that $5.00 freight and the 
$8.00 loading charge ship anything. gets almost 
the price the commodity. have port here becomes just 
like any other business. becomes competitive when have several 
ports around the country that can used and are accessible the 
farming areas the country. think all get behind and 
get federal help would wonderful thing for this country. 

will open things clear into New Mexico and the Western part 
Texas even Idaho would benefit it. That's about all have 
say. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Senator Giss. 

SENATOR GISS: wonder Mr. Delfino, you could tell us: 
Was this exceptional thing you did ship that hay take 
that hay boat side that regular business that you 
have shipping overseas? 
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MR, DELFINO: No, no, guess exceptional. They are 
shipping some now. They shipped and loaded some bulk form 
Japan here the other day San Diego, but were just loading 
that for feed for livestock coming back the ship. the time 
got through with the cost was prohibitive because 
would have paid buy the feed the other end and bring 

SENATOR GISS: other words, you were loading feed from 
here, putting into hold, hauling over and then loading the 
sheep consume the feed route the way back. 

DELFINO: Right. 

SENATOR GISS: You find that the sheep can brought 
with that double transportation the feed still brought 
reasonable cost that right? 

MR, DELFINO: Can't ship the feed with that cost it. 
What driving is, the cost handling things over there 
too high. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LOWREY: Once you get those sheep coming here 
it'll cheaper than they are 

SENATOR GISS: Lowrey, you're too big for that. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you very much Mr, Delfino. Mr. 
Horton, would you please identify yourself. 

HARRY HORTON: name Harry Horton and one 
the attorneys for the Imperial Irrigation District and resident 
here Imperial County. 

want thank you, Chairman for the committee coming 
here. want welcome your committee and would like welcome 
the people from Arizona who brought over here this idea this 
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stage its progress, while the formative stage and for 
our cooperative thinking. think that the proposition getting 
together and trying work things this nature out really 
step forward between the two states and want you know that 
appreciate here. 

the outset think would almost without saying 
that the studying any proposition which would bring about 
progressive move connection with port entry tidewater 
the Gulf California feasible basis would certainly not 
objected anybody. further think that almost goes without 
saying that study the feasibility rather the lack 
the study the feasibility would closing your eyes 
possible progress. Therefore, think the opportunity work 
together and study this proposition real step forward. 

I'm little bit confused, think some the Arizonians 
were this morning the proposition just what we're talking about. 
started out, thought, discussing port the and the last 
resolution read, apparently passed one branch the Arizona 
Legislature, indicates seaport Yuma. The question which 
are actually talking about, and which might brought about, don't 
think other words, we're working possible 
solution, there one, something that will bring about progress. 

connection with that, necessity our area has 
interested the mechanics how would handled and what 
some those results possible mechanics might be. think it's 
been indicated already that there has been sufficient work done 
this idea that the next step should some real, hard, technical 
Studies and thinking. For that reason would like leave with 
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the members the Arizona Committee and also with the members our 
California Committee some thoughts that seem order view 
the expressions some our California 

The idea just exactly what we're talking about here may 
little hard visualize unless you're familiar with the area. 
other words, let start out with this proposition that the 
difference elevation between Yuma and tidewater the 
about roughly, 120 130 feet. It's one the factors that 
have talked about. Mention was made this morning that 
not intended use any the waters the Colorado River 
assist any channel that might dug from Yuma the Gulf and 
that, take then that anticipated that salt water would 
pumped from the Gulf Yuma, there utilized this 
channel. I'd like leave this thought with you that: 

and you are filling with salt water, know that Mexico, 
order obtain enough water indulging concentrated and 
quite extensive pumping program below the International Boundary 
Line and this delta. this channel filled with salt water 
and not lined, and that pumping continues, are going impregnate 
that whole delta with salt water sooner later. leave with 
you that regards the thought that you're going build 
channel that light those termini then you've got think 
terms the result using salt water. 

I'm quite interested the proposition the opening 
statement the effect that this not only entails study dealing 
with the question transportation, but the possible utilization 
salt water. think that's admirable thing. Continue 
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think about that because think that and should 
continued the interest all parties concerned. don't think 
that even the Federal Government doing enough it. would 

like see some real studies that turned over private enter- 
prise because really believe that would make more progress with 
the pilot plants that are now authorized federally. 

Another question that you're going have take into 
consideration this tremendous high tide the Gulf. think 
said the second highest the North American Continent. 

other words, you have about foot variation between low tide 
mark and perennial biennial high water marks the Gulf. know 
that there have been studies made the channelization the 
Colorado River from Yuma the Gulf. Possibly those studies have 
been made keeping mind the possibility channel some time 
for shipping I'm not sure whether that was even considered but 
know that studies have been made the channelization the 
river for that distance the Mexican-American International Boundary 
and Water Commission the interest river control and the better 
utilization land lower California. submit you, you 
may have very fruitful source engineering data from those two 
commissions, they feel inclined make that available 

might suggest you that also have reason believe 
that the Army Engineers the interest flood control and 
navigation have quite bit data study the possibility 
this. 

have listened this morning quite number hopeful 
statements. frank say that haven't yet heard very much 
the way anything based upon much more than hopes. don't 
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say that discourage you. simply mean try point out 
you that reality proposition this kind justified must 
sound and must based sound engineering data. must 
based sound financing data and necessity, has based 
upon international agreement. have lot problems connection 
with that was mentioned one witness here this morning. They're 
now the course completion quite extensive harbor the 
Ensenada, lower California area. It's shipping point that don't 
think will abandoned with great deal glee the Mexican 
Government. know that Mr. Teran here, who has graciously come 
listen our discussion and who here the interest the 
Mexican people, whether official not know that quite 
familiar with that and possibly could give you quite bit data 

it. suggest that before off the deep end becoming too 
enthusiastic about this that get down the realities real 
data and real studies and get down paper before sell 
ourselves bill goods that may may not practical and 
fruitful. 

What have said hope you will not take any sense 
the word being anything discourage the study. Far from 
that. What would suggest you prompt and detailed and 
extensive studies minus politics and with view getting down 
actual brass Thank you very much, 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you Mr. Horton. Mr. Lowrey? 

ASSEMBLYMAN LOWREY: You've mentioned should get down 


brass tacks make some sound engineering studies that 


impresses greatly, but, your field attorney little 


repute, what should the first step follow? have 
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work out some negotiations with the Republic Mexico even before 
you start making study? You can't very well over there and 
start surveying and making studies unless you have some sort 
agreement with the Republic Mexico. other words, where 
you start? 

HORTON: Well, I've lived Mexico some life. 
I've lived the border for great part it, and would say 
that wouldn't try undertake project Mexico without first 
certainly having pretty thorough understanding with Mixico that 
the studies were agreeable with the studies are not 
agreeable them you might just well forget because, after 
all gentlemen, the major portion this project going 
Mexico, They're very jealous their National rights and their 
freedom negotiate and they are very proud people and justly so. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LOWREY: had question down here. Must not 
the first step consult with the Mexican Republic you are 
going carry this thing? 

HORTON: Yes, think I'll make concrete suggestion. 

The first place would start would with the American 
Commissioner the International Boundary and Water Commission 
because think could probably give you quicker and better idea 
what studies have been made, what progress has been made, what 
the international thinking has been and then who see concerning 
the next step with negotiations with Thank you very much, 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you Horton. mentioned this 
morning that possibly would like have some maps and have 
with this afternoon Lt. Commander (Retired) Irl Beall, 
Coast Guard, and was kind enough bring his maps and this 
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time Sir, would you please come forward. 

Brawley, retired from the United States Coast Guard after years 
the service and four years the Merchant Marine. this 
respect want look this going into this bay from shipper's 
standpoint and sailor's standpoint the possibility getting 
cargos here, 

you see, the inter-coastal trade Panama down here 
and here your first port San Diego and Los Angeles and San 
Francisco and Seattle and forth. the regular American inter- 
coastal trade, vessels pick cargo most all those ports 
bit and around New York and may not discharge all 
the same port but various ports New York Boston and 
they can make money doing that. the American President's Around 
the World Service they come here and take few hundred tons 
maybe thousand tons here San Diego and Los Angeles 
and pick little more and across the Orient and around the 
world. They can make money picking discharging probably 
five hundred tons cargo here. But from Cape San Lucas here, 
the head the Gulf approximately six hundred miles. Your 
cost for American ten thousand tons ship freighter includes wages 
and fuel and food for the crew, and everything else, approximately 
comes $5,000 day. 

Now, she going run from take off her course 
here from New York bound for San Diego and there six hundred 


miles that's almost day and half run six hundred miles back, 


will consume probably three days her travel time $5,000 day 


and she's right back where she started from. She won't possibly 
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here and pick five hundred tons that she could make money 
here San Diego. But feel certain that it's very feasible 
project have port here because I'm sure that many the 
cargoes coming here will full cargoes. Not any five hundred 
ton dribbles that may come out San Diego and Los Angeles and 

make money on, but you're going get cargoes here full 
cargoes potash from New Mexico which now being trucked clear 
into Los Angeles some cases, trucked there railroad cars 
get full load. 

Now, this respect don't have worry much about 
the high tides here know they have them. sailed ports 
all over the world and through most the canals; the Panama, the 
Keil, St. Lawrence Canals, Welland Canal and the Sault Ste Marie 
and have made study them pretty thoroughly, but more 
less from interest those canals. And then all the great wet- 
dock ports the world the greatest one Antwerp. watched 
them build one there, the great Hansa Docks, the Albert Docks, and 
forth, which added alone, the present the number they had 
before 1926 twenty-two and one-half more miles wharfage front 
Antwerp, twenty feet above the Schelde River which the 
one which leads fifty-five miles down the North 

Now then, that water doesn't have pumped out the 
Schelde River into that wet-dock. They've got approximately 
nine hundred acres water level these wet-docks. The water 
brought the Albert Canal from clear over the Rhine River, 
flows across Belgium and keeps these wet-docks all certain 
level. The big ocean going ships coming into the wet area 
through either the locks over there. These locks are about 
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eight hundred feet long. ship goes there, water runs gravity 
and raises the ship and she goes into the 

gives Antwerp awful lot more docking area than they 
could possibly have along the face the Schelde River the City 
where the big passenger boats can dock which are only going 
for few hours where they only have little over three miles 
wharfage for these boats. Antwerp, about the fourth largest 
port the world has practically all her commercial docking, 
cargo and oil tankers, inside the wet-dock area. That same system 
used Liverpool and Hamburg and many other places. 

Now, Quebec Quebec City has the Princess Louise Dock 
which was built They planned that many years before they 
built it. They have nineteen foot tide there similar some 
the tides you have here the Gulf. But ships can only there, 
because has only one lock gate. Ships can only there 
high tide and then the lock gate closed and when the tide falls 
outside, the ships are there. Consequently, ship finishes 
unloading loading before the high tide she has got wait. She 
looses that many more sailing hours man hours and they have 
wait until the high tide comes back again open the gate and come 
out. 

Anywhere this coast, regardless where you put 
San Luis not San Luis but beyond, Gadsden Somerton 
San Felipe choice, Puerto Penasco the other shore 
you are going have have wet-dock system and it's very 
Simple gentlemen. It's used all over the world places where 
they want get ship and have loading and unloading 
steady water level. You're certainly not going able build 
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any port the Gulf Lower California you don't have some kind 
wet-dock system because your ship will riding high one minute 
and low not minute but few hours way down. That'll take 
many man hours men attending those lines keep that ship down 
the handling cargo the stevedores and the rigging the 
booms get the cargo, just can't done. suggestion 
that the whole area selected, wherever is, dug completely 
out dry land with bulldozers and trucks and everything else. 
Make exactly the way you want be. Put all the sea- 
walls the walls for your docks. they can build the 
warehouses and the open dock areas. When all finished and you 
have one lock, then let your water you've got whole port 
right there. 

The locks, would suggest, should approximately the 
size the new Sault Ste Marie Lock, which just now being built 


the Army Engineers, will thousand feet long, one hundred 


feet wide and thirty-two feet deep. I'd suggest this one over here 
about similar size because the biggest ships you are going 
have there are going tankers anyway tank form 
you should have big business tankers. 

For our Mexican friends here, would like suggest 
another kind tankers which don't use the United States. 
understand Mexico Mexicali area very short good, fresh 
water and know you truck down past our base out there lots 
truck loads good drinking water. They could put fresh 
water tank farm similar gas tank farm. Bring your water 
from somewhere else down Mexico from the Northwest American 
coast where they have good water too, and you get almost much 
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money for that you would for gallon gasoline over Mexicali 
you that you could have water tank farm and water tankers because 

have been places the world, West Africa where the water 
tankers had come and supply each ship time fifteen 
twenty miles away just for little boat load water for each ship. 
that's good business you make work. 

this map would just like show few little diagrams 
what had intended about wet-dock with lock it. Here the 
upper end the Gulf Lower California and shows all the depths 
water all along the shore. assumed course out here 
all deep water. There won't any dredging whatever from Cape 
San Lucas until you get clear here right off the point wherever 
you're going make your port, because you have deep water clear 
there. Here San Felipe you have shallower water, consequently 
there would need more dredging out and understand that 
sands pretty badly that Whereas over here Puerto 
Penasco you have the deep water closer into shore and consequently 
you won't have have that dredging. However, wherever you build 
it, either one side the other, you'd have have protective 
breakwater for ships come there and protect your harbor 
work from strong winds either from the southwest storms maybe 
southeast storm don't know which ones are prevalent over 
there those areas. you're going into here, however, this 
the Colorado River here you're going run into higher 
current here. Your tidal currents run from three six knots 
hour and that awful lot current. Also your tides 
there will pretty close thirty feet and kind difficult 
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navigation under those conditions. Over here your tides, 
understand from Mr. Dowd are about twenty-seven feet. So, assume 
that across here Puerto Penasco will pretty close the 
level twenty-seven feet. But that's not much height 

lift ship for that reason we'll assume this 
your coast line along here we'll have have some kind 
protective breakwater coming out there with channel lights and 
here somewhere you can build lock stated roughly, whatever 
the engineers decide one thousand feet long, one hundred feet 
wide and would suggest thirty-six feet deep because tankers draw 
that 

Don't make anything here for the biggest liners the world 
anything like that because they are not going come here. 
This going freighter port. It's not going 
passenger port anything like that. All freighters are permitted, 
most all them, carry twelve passengers but they are not 
passenger 

This going freight terminal well bulk 
cargoes oil and gasoline and hope good fresh water. put 
here, one lock here and lock here therefore, you have eight 


hundred one thousand foot width length the lock. This 


here then will your wet-basin put that way you wish 
and you put out finger piers you wish wherever you want it. 
But make that big enough for years come because Senator Giss 
estimated that over that southwest area Arizona alone going 
fifteen million people something like that some great 
expansion whereby you should have enough ground available either 
side this where you can extend it. Dig into the desert. 
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Extend you need it. Don't try build all once. 
And therefore, this water out here, we'll say certain level 
don't care what fill this wet-dock high tide 
open this lock and open this lock and this water then becomes 
here the same level out here. you close these locks and you've 
got that trapped there, regardless what the lock does outside. 
ship wants come out, you'll lose little bit water 
you lock her down this low tide, but you can have auxiliary 
pumping station here automatically controlled float and the 
minute you take too much water out here this big enough 
area one lock-full isn't going make drop the bucket. But 
you have this automatic pump here you wish keep this wet-dock 
area level and you lock your ship in. think you will have 
that whether you put San Felipe, Puerto Penasco anywhere 
else unless you want into the more expensive and more complicated 
and more recurrent charges canal itself, which estimated 
would take least three locks get the Somerton area 
study made for the Yuma Chamber Commerce four years ago. 

will take four locks and based upon the cost the St. 
Lawrence Canal locks they ran around $25,000,000 apiece. for 
three them plus the auxiliary pumping stuff get the salt water 
the head the locks, that you won't have use any water 
out the Colorado River will cost, estimation that 
report, pretty close two hundred two hundred-fifty million. 
Whereas, either San Felipe Puerto Penasco 
think you can make the whole port for fifty million, including one 
lock providing prices don't up. Thank you, 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Are there any questions from Mr. Beall? 
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Thank you very much Yes, Senator Giss. 

SENATOR GISS: Chairman, don't want foreclose 
anybody who here. don't want see anybody who here today 
foreclose from anything they want say and know that, you, 
Chairman, will give them all such opportunity. want 
impress you with the remarks that Mr. Rains made just before went 
lunch, and one the purposes for the meeting. 

are not here confronted with the problem trying 
engineeringly devise this program. are here today confronted 
with the exact location the project, nor are determine what 
part Mexico it's all going Mexico how close 
it's going come the Arizona-California Actually with 
the ability have today build high speed highways, corridor 
areas and areas where have permission build these roads. 
think that the thing that confronts today get just sufficient 
information that will allow the California group determine that 
they want some formal manner, come organized Arizona 
presently organized order that the combined groups can ask 
through the Department State the proper federal channel 
that Mexico City's preliminary official committee work with 
the hope that immediate studies Mr. Dowd aptly put 
could commenced that the questions engineering feasibility 
and enonomic feasibility both construction and the repay- 
ment and profit thereof, you might say, can properly determined. 

who have been this program for much longer period 
time, and who have discussed the matter with engineers informally, 
and who have looked surveys and programs and have checked 
you just heard the Yuma Chamber Commerce even has separate

think that California group together with what help 
can get from Mexico, are going have make only one decision 
based upon what you've heard that Arizona has done and what local 
areas Arizona have done then you can see your way clear 
come along project with the understanding that the point 
the project yet wholly undetermined. We're not trying cram 
Yuma down your throat Somerton have ideas that 
believe you will also get when you get engineering advice where 
should constructed and how should constructed, and 
greater degree than would the Arizona and the Yuma area. 

have to, more less hear from those people, 
said know you will let them heard but shouldn't try 
make the decisions today. let the competent organizations 
local and governmental engineers try assist those 
decisions. 

CHAIRMAN DILLS: Thank you, Senator Giss. 
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First might say that this committee today the Assembly 
Committee Interstate Cooperation and the reason for the meeting 
meet with the Arizona group and with Mexico order to, 
least have our first meeting. I'm quite sure that any other meeting 
that may have will different committee such yours, 
file report with the Governor this meeting today that 
may over and his judgment decide such committee should 
formed and would appointed him. 

SENATOR GISS: Not way interruption, but show you 
how closely would able work the Legislative Council that 
mentioned which has accepted this Project No. for study and 
work also the same group charged with the responsibility 
Interstate Cooperation Arizona. are all set.

this project. course have discussed before Mexicali several 
projects. One that has not been Mentioned the Santa Clara Gulf, 
right close the delta the Colorado the left side. under- 
stand that most the question that Mr. Beale brought about 
channeling mostly the right side the river, not the left 
and that why some people favor the Santa Clara Gulf. also want, 
before any further, want explain why other representative 
from Mexicali could come this meeting. 

The notice got, course, was very short, and even 
though talked the Lieutenant Governor and the Mayor, was not 
possible for them come because the case the Governor, 
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due from Mexico City today and most the higher state officials 
were leaving for Tijuana last night and this morning meet him 
over there. Now, the Mayor's office have another different 
proposition. The Mayor very sick San Diego and the acting 
Mayor doesn't know much about any these things. This morning 
they got word that the Mayor dying and everybody was all confused 


there, and was just not possible get anybody from there come, 


The President the Chamber asked come here and here only 


would very glad give you some opinions from 


very personal standpoint. There can question about the 
interest Mexicali this project. believe that Mexicali 
more than any other city, receive the benefits such project. 

Just show you, Mr. Horton said, think very important 

take into consideration the fact that just about year ago the 
Port Ensenada was open high seas trading little over 
year ago. Most the crop the year before last which amounted 

474,000 dates think out that, 400,000 were shipped from 
Ensenada and the rest from San Diego. This year we're having about
